1. The draft is compulsory for all Egyptian men. After being 
called up by the draft administration in Cairo, each recruit is 
required to report to the nearest draft administration office 
within 24 hours. Every male has to register at the age of 16, but 
is usually not inducted before 20 or after 35. The draftees 
serve three years and then enter the reserves for nine years. 

A volunteer's term of duty is at least three years, but he may 
re-enlist. 

Military education, which is compulsory in secondary schools and 
universities, prepares each new generation for jobs in the armed 
forces.
